phlet raises two questions; 


First—Is there anything in the labor 


plank of the democratic platform to 
which business men can justly take 
exception, and second, Is the labor in- 
stitutfon so important to business men 
as to justify them in ignoring all other 
issues? 


Mr. Bryan declares that the provi- 


sion in the democratic platform for the 
creation of a labor department with a 
cabinet officer at its head cannot possi- 
bly 
offend 
business 
men. He then 
says: 


-v, »Tll° r'la"'orm draws a (iistinciion 
oc-tween associations of wage earners 
organized for the protection of wages' 
and (he Improvement of labor condi- 
tions and industrial corporations which 
act in restraint of trade. 
The differ- 


ence between a labor organization and 
a trust Is so apparent that no disin- 
terested 
person 
will 
deny that they 


should be treated separately. To clap's 
the two kiiuls of organisations together 
tiutJ deal wlib them under one law is 
bound 
to do Injustice to one or the 


other. 
Surely the business men can 


have no vital concern in including the 
labor organizations in the anti-tcust 
laws."

Mr. Bryan then lakes up tiie plank 


providing for trial by jury in cases of 
indirect contempt. He insists that this 
cannot raise a o,ncftion of vital con- 
cern to business mer.. because every 
man bns a right to a jury trial.

•zs r_.-.t occur in van:..!s parts i". this country, 
The frequent lync 


chiefly in the south, are a sfandb? disgrace to the American peopled To 
this nation, the only one among the whole band of civilized nations in which 
such outrages could occur. 


About a week ago four negroes were quietly lynched in a Kentucky 


town by a mob of fifty people. The sheriff made littte or no resistance 
when the demand was made upon him for the delivery of the prisoners 
There should be a law t-, ..... :,i. sheriffs who yield under such circum- 
stances. They should be compelled to fight or suffer heavy penalties. 


A notable exception to the general readiness of southern sheriiis to 


capitulate peacefully to the mob was recorded some days ago when Sheriff 
IVan Pell of Pensacola, Fla, resisted the mob who demanded that a negro 
ravisher be turned over to them to be lyuched. 


Sheriff Van Pell put up a fight that left several of the crowd dead and 


many wounded and then surrendered only when he was overpowered. 


If every sheriff put up such a gallant fight the inseoalc mobs would 


soon learn to be cautious. They would hesitate before moving on a jail 
for the purpose of visitng public vengeance on a prisoner who-e guilt 
has not been passed upon by the regular process of law guaranteed to 
eve— man under the cons;:u.tiou </ "-i l.-ited States. 


Occasionally the lynchmgs in the south take on an aspect of shocking 


barbarity. 
This is the case when a young man is taken from ;he j«fl 


and slowly burned to death in the presence of thousands of people. 


Such outrages are calculated to barbarize the populace, to extinguish 


all the finer unpulses of human nature, and makes men obtuse to cruelty 
to injustice and to inhumanity. 
' 


The horrors and the wickedness of such an outrage are not minimized 


or extenuated by the fact that the victim has committed a heinous crime 
One crime is uot atoned by another, not even by a worse one. 


This method of wreaking the wildest vengeance upon the culprit can- 


not be checked except by the strong arm of the law. 


If the stales in the south do not take steps to stop it, then the federal 


government should interfere to save the good name of the nation bv putting 
an end to ibis national disgrace in which north nnd south must share 
alike. 


^ 
Whatever is necessary to pat an end to lynching, and the attacks upon 


jails should be done. In our own opinion all that is needed is tho selection 
of the nght kind of men. men not cowards, for sheriffs. 


If that does not effect the remedy, then let galling guns be mounted in 


the jails wUh portholes from the prison walls through which the mob can 
be shot down if it does not quickly disperse when so ordered 


It is all nonsense to say that ihe jail raiding by mobs cnnnot be slop- 


, ped. 
These lynchcrs ari cowards who would flee from danger if they 


'saw it m front of them. They should be taught that the law will deal with 
the rawhcrs with sufficient severity without any interference from furious 
Kohs that want to take the law into their own hands. It is high time this 
nation were redeemed from the furious outbreaks and the barbarous 
crimes of lynch law.
